AND BENEFIT 


A joint meeting of the Village 
council and Crossfield School 
Board heard a talk by Dr. Me- 
Pherson, head of the Rosebud 
Health Unit, in conncetion with 
the work and benefits of the 
unit. 


Dr. McPherson told the meet- 
ing that service of the organiza- 
tion includes a annual inspection 
of all school children, innocula- 
tions and vaccinations. All this 
work, he stated, could be accom- 
plished at a cost of between 36c 
and 40c per capita of village pop-

Explained By | Isley 


OTTAWA, March 24 — All but 
about $95,000,000 of Canada’s $1,000, - 
000,000 war gift to Britain will be 
represented by munitions and foods, 


finance minister Llsley told tne 
House of Commons during consid- 
eration in committee of the legisla- 
tion authorizing the gift and othe: 
financial arrangement with the 
Mother Country. 

Mr. ‘Tisley explained it this way. 

Parliament. is osked to. vote on an 
‘outright gift to Britain to the ex- 
tent of $1,000,000,000, The same 
legislation authorizes the govern- 
ment to transform $700,000,000 wort: 
of sterling now accumulated to th¢ 
credit of Canada into a non-interes! 
bearing long-term loan and to re 
patriate $295,000,000 worth of gov 
ernment and government - guaran- 
teed Canadian securities now held in 
Britain, 

At present Canada has accumu- 
lated sterling balances in Londor 
amounting to $1,087,000,000, repre 
senting Britain’s indebtedness t 
Canada for war materials and food- 
stuffs for which Britain, having m 
Canadian dollars, has been unabk 
to pay except by depositing sterling 
in London to Canada’s accoun 
while Canada provided the neces 
sary dollars to pay the Canadiai: 
producers. 

NO WAR INTEREST * 

Now it is proposed to wipe ou' 
that sterling balance by the conver- 
sion of $700,000,000 worth of it to 
a dollar debt owed by Britain to 
Canada on which no interest wil! 
be paid at least during the war. 

A further reduction will be ef- 
fected by repatriation of $295,000,- 
000 worth of Canadian securities in 
England, accumulated by the gov- 
ernment by residents of that coun-

try. Canada will buy these securities 
by using sterling accumulation in 
London. 

Thus the loan and the repatria- 
tion operation will account for 
$995,000,000 worth of the sterling 
accumulation leaving approximat- 
ely $92,000,000 which it is proposed 
to cancel by deducting that amount 
from the $1,000,000,000 gift. Thus 
the entire sterling accumulation 
will be accounted for and the gift 
will take care of possibiy all Brit- 
ish requirements for the next year. 

When this amount is exhausted, 
Mr, Ilsley said, the. - government 
would have to decide what would 
be done. It was possible the deci- 
sion might be to resume financing 
Britain and accumulating sterling 
balances in London, or some other 
method might be adopted, he said. 
SUGGESTS FIXED DATE 

Conservative house leader Hansou 
questioned a clause authorizing the 
governor-in-council to fix the dats 
of termination of the war for pur- 
poses of the act. He suggested it 
Should be the date fixed under the 
war measures act. 

Mr. Ilsley said that date might 
be too early or too late for purposes 
of the gift-to-Britain act. There 
might be some dispute about the 
actual date of the end of the war 
and power should be vested in some- 
one to fix it, 

Mr, Hanson said that when the 
War measures act ceased to operate 
all the restrictions, controls and in- 
fringements of provincial rights est- 
ablished under it would disappear.
